MONTS, France ((P—Wedding plans 
and a marriage settlement were dis- 
cussed at the Chateau De Cande to- 
day where the Duke of Windsor and 
Mrs. Simpson were reunited after 
their five months’ separation. 

It was understood that the Duke was 
advised by telephone from London 
that the royal family agreed to pro- 
vide a $500,000 marriage settlement for 
Mrs. Simpson, the income to be hers 
for life should anything happen to the 
Duke. 

The family agreed also, it was re- 
ported, that the Duke could apply $75,- 
000 a year to Mrs. Simpson’s mainten- 
ance—to be taken from his inheritance 
from his great grand mother Queen 
Victoria—in event that he predeceased 
her. 

Herman L. Rogers, spokesman for 
the Duke and Mrs. Simpson, confirmed 
that there would be no announcement 
of the engagement to marry or of mar- 
riage plans until after the coronation 
of the Duke’s brother—successor, King 
George VI, May 12. 

He said that the Duke would remain 
at the Chateau for at least 10 days and 
hinted that he would stay longer.

pointed a committee made up of Ar- 
chi Pozzi, Judge Clark J. Guild and 
W. H. “Herb” Austin, to arrange for 
the proposed meeting. Similiar com- 
mittees are being requested in other 
towns in appointments by service clubs, 
chambers of commerce and travel or 
highway organizations. 

“We want to get a delegation also 
from Utah along the route of the pro- 
posed eastern extension of U. S. 50 
from Ely past the Lehman caves to or 
near Baker,’ Mr. Hersey added. 


“We should do everything in our 
power to encourage the construction 
of this shorter route which I under- 
stand has been approved by the high- 
way commissions of both Utah and 
Nevada.” 


Another meeting has also been pro- 
posed at Reno for the purpose of en- 
couraging travel along the two Nevada 
routes, this suggestion coming from 
A. S. Dudley, manager of the Sacra- 
mento chamber of commerce. Letters 
from Dudley have been addressed to 
organizations along both routes 
through Nevada. 


Dudley also indicated that Nevada 


should make a claim for a_ greater 


share of the east and west travel lead- 
ing up to the San Francisco exposi- 
tion. 

“Don’t you think there is much that 
could be accomplished if we could again 
renew some of the conferences at Reno. 
I recall numerous meetings there with 
representativs from both routes in Ne- 
vada. 

“It would help immeasurably if we 
could get the public to realize the 
scenic value along these routes and 
the excellence of Nevada highways. 
There is no reason why visitors should 
not come to California over either 
routes No. 50 or No. 40, and return 
home over the other one.” 

Highway organizations in California 
and Nevada formed to develop travel 
over Nevada have been inactive since 
the California-Nevada Travels Asso- 
ciation a few years ago ceased to func- 
tion due to lack of support. This or- 
ganization was made up of managers 
of chambers of commerce of the larger 
cities of Northern California, of heads 
of travel bureaus in California, the 
Lake Tahoe association of resort own- 
ers, the manager of the Reno chamber 
of commerce and representatives from 
the inland towns of Nevada along the 
two routes. 

Efforts to create an advertising 
campaign to publicize Nevada high- 
ways and parks prior to and during 
the San Francisco exposition, failed to 
gain approval of the state legislature. 
This movement was led by Dud Day 
of Reno. Other states north and 
south have appropriated many thous- 
ands of dollars for this purpose. 


The state highway department, how- | 


ever, is active through its bi-monthly 
publication, Nevada Highways and 
Parks. Circulation of this illustrated 
magazine has reached ten thousand | 
throughout the nation. and is expected !

The second rootstock, a hybrid, is 
from a cross between the Quetta necta- | 
rine and the Bolivian cling peach. The | 
Shalil may be propagated from seed. 
The Hybrid propagates readily from 
root cuttings.
